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Candy Box 
Murder Case 


In the days when a newspaper 
by-line came only after some 
months of apprenticeship, and 

popularly was 
supposed to be 
a sort of acco- 
lade, I earned 
my first with a 
murder story. 
A tall, sham- 
bling, illiterate 
country fellow 
had fallen in 
love with a Deli- 
lah who worked 
in the one cafe 
in the town 
where he and his family went 
to trade on Saturday afternoons. 

Casting about for some way 
to do his old lady to death, and 
not wishing to employ the fa- 
miliar farm implements of hus- 


bandry, the axe and hog butch- oe 


ering knife, he sought to be 
subtle. He puichased a box of 
eandy and some strychnine at 
the trading town’s one drug 
store. Then, with the help of his 
Delilah, he poisoned the candy, 
every piece of it, and took it 
home. It was quite simple. His 
helpmeet must have been 
shocked at receiving the first 
box of candy ever presented 
her, but she was grateful and 
had a sweet tooth. She died in 
great agony. 


‘Her Folks’ 


“Her folks,”’ as the saying has 
it, were suspicious. They sought 
help from the detectives in near- 
by Nashville, Tenn., and the 
fact that the two most stolid 
and unimaginative men in the 
department were assigned to it 
didn’t prevent solution in a few 
minutes. I was hanging around 
the press room at the city jail 
and rode in the car with them 
the 20-odd miles out to the small 
town where the farmer traded. 
‘“‘Her folks’’ had asked for an 
autopsy and the fact of poison- 
ing had been well established. 

It was really very simple. Our 
first stop was at the town’s one 
Grug store. Yes, the owner said, 
this man Luttrell had bought 
some strychnine and a box of 
candy. He. had said the rats 
were bad about his corn crib. 

That took maybe five or six 
minutes. We then drove out to 
the Luttrell farm and arrested 
Luttrell. He seemed kind of re- 
lieved. Now that I look back on 
it, there was a sort of rural 
“Dragnet” quality to it. We 
went into the kitchen. There was 
an old wood-burning stove there, 
a table with yellow oilcloth on 
it, a “‘safe,”’ its doors open, and 
a few straight chairs. 

Luttrell was obviously nerv- 
ous. But, for a while the detec- 
tives talked about how bad a 
thing it was, the poisoning. 

After a while one of the de- 
tectives said, “Ed, why did you 
do it?”’ 


Bad Bargain 

Luttrell looked at him with a 
stunned, cow-like look but before 
he could answer the detective 
said, ‘‘The druggist told us, Ed. 
We know all about it.” 

Luttrell began to cry. He sat 
there in a straight chair, a gaunt, 
broken man, in dirty overalls 
and work ‘shoes, and the sobs 
seemed to tear out of his chest. 
Long, long before the fires of 
romance had cooled he had 
known the bargain was a bad 
one. 

They just let him sob and after 
a while he quieted and said, “I 
done it all right.”’ 

“Tell us about it,’”’ they said. 

“And he did, seeming to be 
relieved. He was real quiet, rid- 
ing into Nashville to the jail. 

My story was on page one, 
under a one-column, top head. 
I got free copies at the office of 
course, but I walked on up to 
Fourth avenue and Church 
street, at the corner cigar store 
and bought a paper and stood 
there, reading and thinking how 
wonderful it was. 

It was my murder story, but 
there didn’t seem to be any 
rush to buy papers because of it. 
As I recall, the newsboy was 
hollering some other headline. 

All this brings me around to 
the fact that the Cleveland 
*“‘Ohio’”’” murder story doesn’t 
seem to be selling any papers 
either, for one of the chains and 
a few individual newspapers try- 
ing to do an old-fashioned, ‘‘sob- 
story’”’ coverage of it. 

This somehow pleases me. I’m 
glad it isn’t selling newspapers 
over the nation. Maybe it is 
a sign of growing maturity. 
There is just @ chance that 
love-murders aren’t news the 
way they were when the tabloids 
reaped such a harvest on the 
Judd Gray-Ruth Snyder and the 
Hall-Mills choir murder cases. 
One never knows. But one can 
hope—even one whose first by- 
line was a rural candy box mur- 
der which didn’t sell any papers 
either. Maybe news has come of 
age too. |

Texan Admits Slaying 
Niece, Points Out Body 


MOUNT VERNON, Mo., Nov. 21 (®—A graying Texas book- 
keeper admitted today he killed his ll-year-old niece, Jeannette 
Earnest, and led police tonight to her body in a wooded area. 


Thurman Priest, 48, Grand 
Prairie, pointed out the spot on 
Highway 66, east of Lebanon, 
after a daylong search by police 
in a three-state area, 

The girl had been shot in the 
head. Highway troopers and local 
officers began an immediate 
search of the area about 00 feet 
from the highway for a gun. 

Priest, sobbing continually and 
saying “‘it’s awful, it’s awful,’’ 
first told Texas Sheriff Bill 
Decker of Dallas a. SE 
killed her. I buried her near 
Miami, Okla.” 

However, a search of the Miami 
area was futile and Priest: said 
he probably buried her between 
Rolla and Stanton, Mo., in East- 
ern Missouri. 

It was while officers drove him 
toward that region that Priest

recognized the spot and told them 
to stop. 
The body, clothed except for 


the girl’s blouse and a jacket, 
found earlier, was on the ground. 

Priest was on the verge of 
collapse, officers said,’ sobbing 
hysterically and he was not 
questioned further. 

The body was removed to a 
Lebanon funeral home for 
examination by the coroner. 

Priest said he killed the girl 
between 4 a.m. and 5 a.m. Wed- 
nesday. 

Priest led authorities to Miami 
after suddenly telling  investi- 
gators today: ‘‘It all came to me 
and I can lead you to the. body.” 
Previously he had steadfastly 
denied and knowledge of the 
girl’s whereabouts.

Georgia Is Shamed 


In Road Comparison 


The Constitution-Journal Views of 
the News section Sunday showed in pic- 
tures and story the facts about the com- 


parative condition of U.S. Highway 
78 in Georgia and Alabama. There was 
no conjecture in it. The pictures and facts 
speak for themselves. 


The state has no reason fof pride in 
this comparison. It is a shameful reflec- 
tion on the state and the people of 
Georgia. 


The same layout of photographs 
could be made at Augusta where U.S. 
78 runs into South Carolina. It could be 
made at Savannah and Folkston where 
U.S. 17 intersects with South Carolina 
and Florida respectively. It could be made 
at the Tennessee border in comparing 
through roads coming in from that state. 


The plain truth is that Georgia is fall- 
ing behind its sister states in building 
modern through highways. One has only 
to ride these roads in Alabama, Florida, 
South Carolina, North Carolina and Ten- 
nessee to realize this. The traveler can 
tell without reading the signs when he 
crosses the Georgia line. 


The highways leading into Atlanta— 
the state’s capital city and the communi- 
cations and distribution center of the 
Southeast—are for the most part abomi- 
nable. The comparison with Birmingham, 
Atlanta’s rival as regional capital of the 
Southeast, shows Atlanta falling far be- 
hind in modern access roads. Atlanta is 
vastly important to the economy of the 
entire State of Georgia and its progress 
affects that of the state. 


But even leaving Atlanta out of the 
picture, the state stands to lose greatly in 
the next few years unless something is 
done about its major highways. It will 
lose much of its tourist traffic and a great 
deal of its other vehicular traffic to other 
states. This will affect the Georgia econ- 
omy in the millions of dollars. Failure to 
act will cost many lives—lives of Geor- 
gians as well as those of out-of-state 
visitors. 

These through»highways — narrow, 
outdated and dangerous—are poorly 
marked and poorly maintained. There 
are numerous death traps, inconveniences 
and dangers. 


We have noted on numerous occasions 
Georgia’s progress in every field of en- 
deavor. But her through highways are a 
disgrace and something should be done 
about them. 


If North Carolina, South Carolina, 
Tennessee, Alabama and Florida can build 
good through roads, mark them properly, 
police them adequately and maintain 
them in good condition, why can't 
Georgia? 


Army Delivered Over 
To the Malingerers 


Second Lt. Charles C. Anderson has, 
by what seems to us one of the must 
weird surrenders of the Army to 
*“Momism” in all its long history, been 
convicted of mistreating trainees and 
ordered suspended from the service at 
Camp Gordon, Georgia, (near Augusta.) 


Without exception all concerned 
seemed to agree he had taken an outfit 
containing a large number of fakers, 
malingerers, loafers, malcontents and 
mama’s boys and made them into a crack 
unit with discipline and pride. Most of the 
officers who testified said they would 
like to have such an officer in charge of 
their trainees. Those who voted for con- 
viction were apologetic about it. 


Yet they did it. And it is our opinion 
that this court-martial has done the 
Army of the United States more harm 
than presently it knows. What the court- 
martial has done has been to put the 
brakes on every noncom and line officer 
who has to deal with all the whiners, 
the -mama’s boys, the downright malin- 
gerers and barracks lawyers who come 
into our Army. From now on no noncom 
or officer will dare do his full duty for 
fear of getting what was measured out 
to Lt. Anderson. The court-martial has, 
if something isn’t done, delivered Army 
discipline over to those who write their 
congressmen or protest to mama when 
the training gets rough. 


The court-martial’s weaseling judg- 
ment was that Lt. Anderson had done a 
fine job, but had shown, in some cases, 
poor judgment. What kind of judgment 
does the court-martial think it revealed? 


It convicts itself of much poorer judg- 
ment. 


There isn’t any doubt but that at war’s 
end the Army of the United States, 
largely because of staff decisions at the 
highest level, which sought to make a 
sort of prep school out of the Army, 
degenerated into a near mob. It was, 
for months, a disgrace in European and 
Asiatic occupation centers. Its discipline 
_ continued to fdll to pieces. Every noncom 
who was a “hard driller” was somehow 
sabotaged. The Army became sloven and 


( a 


sloppy and its morale was admittedly 
dissipated. 

Again a decision was made, based on 
reality, that an Army is trained with one 
objective—the possibility of combat. It 
must be physically tough and discipline 
tough. Only the United States Marines, 
maintaining their own crucible of disci- 
pline in boot camps, maintained morale 
through this period. 


Now, by refusing merely to repri- 
mand a few instances of poor judgment, 
and by throwing a tough section of the 
book at Lt. Anderson, the Army officially 
has said to every noncom and line officer 
engaged in discipline, “Go easy. Don’t 
make any of our cry-babies write home 
to mama, or their congressman. You'll 
be court-martialed if you do.” 


Well, there are reviews. 


Somewhere along the line we trust 
the case will be reviewed with common- 
sense and with the welfare of the Army 
in mind.

The Installment Plan 
Soon May Be Exported 


Installment buying for customers 
overseas as well for those at home 
seems to be in the shape of things to come 
for American industry. 


It has been reported that the Chase 
National Bank of New York is ready to 
charter a finance company to handle such 
foreign transactions. Backing the plan are 
some United States corporations with big 
sales abroad. The new company also is 


‘expected to have the cooperation of the 


Federal Reserve System and the Export- 
Import Bank. 


Financial authorities describe the move 
as one of the best things yet in enabling 
this country to expand its foreign mar- 
kets. They point out that the lack of pri- 
vate credit machinery for foreign sales 
comparable to those that keep installment 
buying going at such a brisk rate at home 
long has been a national problem. 

The idea, itself, is not new. Congress 
passed an act in 1919 to allow the Federal 
Reserve System to buy stock in concerns 
which are limited to financing foreign 
sales of United States products. A few 
such were formed, but between the de- 
pression and World War II none survive 
today. 

Trade, not aid, has been a national 
slogan since the end of World War II. Yet 
conditions have been such that trade has 
been almost impossible except where we 
were able to grant buyers money to pur- 
chase our goods. 

Installment buying has worked like a 
charm in raising the living standard of the 
people of the United States and in keep- 
ing our manufacturing plants busy. Car- 
rying the benefits of this system abroad 
with the cooperation of the federal gov- 
ernment should further extend these same 
benefits.

America’s Legal History Was Formulated 
By Many Acts of ‘Constitutional Rebellion’ 


MACON—Of all the arguments 
which are being used against those 
of us in the South who are battling 
against the possible effects of the 
segregation decisions on the pub- 
lic school systems of the Southern 
states, I think the most hypocriti- 
cal is the argument that we are 
“rebelling against a decision of the 
Supreme Court.” 


That argument was thus ex- 
pressed in the recent ‘‘Mississippi 
Conference of the National Associ- 
ation for the Advancement: of 
Colored People’”’: 


“We abhor efforts of certain 
persons and groups, including the 
Citizens Councils and their ilk, to 
thwart and rebel against a deci- 
sion by our highest federal judi- 
ciary by striking and demonstrat- 
ing against our national laws. We 
loathe those cowards who slink in

the background instigating, afaing 
and abetting this infamous rebel- 
lion.”’ 


The utter hypocrisy of this argu- 


"ment can be demonstrated by the 


past actions of those who are seek- 
ing to lead the colored people of 
the South into strife and turmoil. 


In 1935, and for years previous 
thereto, white primaries were be- 
ing held in Texas and other South- 
ern states. A colored man sought 
to vote in a Democratic white pri- 
mary in Texas. He was refused 
that privilege. In due course his 
case came before the Supreme 
Court of the United States and on 
April 1, 1935, the Supreme Court 
upheld the white primary laws of 
Texas, and unanimously held that 
the colored man had not been de- 
nied any right guaranteed to him 
by the Constitution of the United 
States. (Grovey vs. Townsend, 295 
U.S. 45.) 

Did the attorneys for the NAACP 
accept the solemn judgment of 
“the highest federal judiciary’— 
the Supreme Court whose member- 
ship then consisted of three judges 
from New York, one from Pennsy]l- 
vania, one from Utah, one from 
Minnesota, oné from Massa- 
chusetts, one from Wyoming and 
only one from the South? 


They did not. Nine years later 
they brought the self-same ques- 
tion back to the Supreme Court of 
the United States and on April 3, 
1944, without one syllable of the 
Constitution of the United States 
affecting the question having been 
changed, and without the Texas 
Constitution affecting the question 
having been changed in any re- 
spect, the Supreme Court of the 
United States as then constituted, 
did a complete about face, and 
with only one Justice, Roberts, dis- 
senting, overruled Grovey v. Town- 
send and effectually destroyed the 
white primary system in the 
South. 

In those’ nine years during which 
the lawyers for the NAACP sought 
to have the Supreme Court of the 
United States overrule its solemn 
judgment in Grovey v. Townsend,

If what we are trying to do is 
“rebellion,’’ then I would call at- 
tention to the fact that since the 
formation of this Union, the people 
of the United States have been 
“rebelling’’ against what they 
thought was wrong whether the 
wrong sprang from a decision of 
the Supreme Court of the United 
States, or from the Constitution 
itself. 


In 1793, the Supreme Court of 
the Unfted States held in sholm, 
Executor v. Georgia, 2 U.S. 419, 
that a sovereign State of the United 
States could be sued by an indi- 
vidual. Georgia ‘“‘rebelled,”’ and 
said that the Constitution of the 
United States afforded no such 
right to an individual. 

The next year, Congress pro- 
posed an amendment to the Consti- 
tution of the United States, which 
in 1798 was ratified by three- 
fourths of the states. Georgia’s 
position that “the judicial power 
of the United States shall not be 
construed to extend to any suit 
in law or equity, commenced or 
prosecuted against one of the 
United States by citizens of an- 
other state, or by citizens or sub- 
jects of any foreign state’ was 
imbedded ‘into the Constitution of 
the United States as the Eleventh 
Amendment thereto, and there, 
after 160 years, it remains. 


In 1919, the people of the United 
States embarked upon a ‘noble 
experiment.’”” An amendment to 
the Constitution was adopted which 
forbade, after 1920, the manufac- 
ture, sale or transportation of in- 
toxicating liquors for beverage 
purposes. 

Were they “rebels’’ who sought 
its repeal, and finally saw it re- 
pealed in 1933 by the twenty-first 
amendment? 


There are, today, those of us 
who know that in Georgia, certain- 
ly, mixed schools will never do, 
and will never be legalized by our 
Georgia Legislature. We know that 
the effect of an attempt to compel 
mixed schools can ultimately re- 
sult only in the complete abandon- 
ment of public education after 
years of possible strife and 
turmoil. 

When we assert that belief, and 
try peaceably to do something to 
prevent catastrophe, We are not 
engaging in “rebellign’” any more 
than was the NAACP when it in- 
duced the Supreme Court of 1944 
to reverse the Supreme Court of 
1935. CHARLES J. BLOCH.

“T'll show you,” she said, and 
then she opened her Bible and read 
these words: ‘“‘Wives, submit your- 
selves unto your husbands, as unto 
the Lord. For the husband is the 
head of the wife, even as Christ is 
the head of the church ... There- 
fore as the church is subject unto 
Christ, so let wives be to their 
own husbands in every thing” 
(Ephesians 5: 22-24). 

“‘Now tell me,”’ she asked, “do 
you accept the literal truth of 
that? Is a woman actually to ac- 
cept the role St. Paul assigned to 
her?”’

Words Not Actions 
Flow From Kremlin 


WASHINGTON—Right now Soviet diplomacy 


is on the defensive. 


Its latest maneuver to stall 


the Paris and Brussels pacts bringing a rearmed 

West Germany into NATO, does not seem likely to scare snatias. 
President Eisenhower put the Paris and Brussels agreements 

before thé Senate this week in order to speed up the timetable of 


ratification. 

They will be submitted to the 
French Assembly Dec. 14 backed 
by all the personal prestige of 
Premier Mendes-France, now in 
the United States. 

Moscow’s idea of a way to block 
ratification was to propose a hurry- 
up conference of 23 European na- 
tions, plus the U.S. and Red China, 
to talk about European security. 

The significance of the Soviet 
it seems to me, is that it contains 
no proposal of any kind to deal 
with any of the preblems causing 
the greatest anxiety in Europe—no 
hint of any willingness to do any- 
thing to tinify Germany, to evi- 
dence that it might soon join in 
freeing Austria from its long oc- 
cupation, nothing but warnings 
about what the free nations musn’t 
do to promote their own security. 

Why? Why, if the Kremlin wants 
to keep this promising successor 
to E.D.C. from coming into being, 
were there no proposals, no con- 
cessions of any kind, to try to 
tempt its advocates to abandon it? 
Possible reasons could include 
these: 

41. — Moscow could have per- 
suaded itself that propaganda 
alone — a propaganda of cajolery 
and threats — will be sufficient to 
derail the new defense pacts. 

2. — Moscow could have per- 
suaded itself that the prospect of 
defeating the new pacts is so slight 
that there is no use: in proposing 
any serious concession to try to 
do so. 

3. — Finally, in light of the fact

Russia’s bidding, but for its own 
reasons. 

And now the Kremlin is again 
offering only words, not actions, 
to France, Germany and the other 
European nations to persuade 
them to pass up the Western Eu- 
ropean Union defensc treaties. The 
evidence seems pretty clear that 


propaganda will not do the trick.

WASHINGTON—It is

and of affairs in Russia that has prompted the 


careful and cautious look which our government now is giving to the 


problem of ° 
There has been a 


‘peaceful coexistence. oe 
““change’’ in Russian methods since Premier 


Malenkov succeeded Joseph Stalin, both in internal policy and in ap- 


proach to the rest of the world. 
It is warned, though, there is dis- 
cernible change in long-range ob- 


jective which is still the spread of 
communism througho.'t the world— 
but the jast by the familiar means 
of infiltration and _ subversion 
rather than war. 


Russia’s determination to avoid 
war is stressed in all reports of 
present Soviet attitudes which 
stress these factors: 


1. The terrific damage Russia 
suffered from World War II, of 
which there are still gruesome evi- 
dences 10 years afterward which 
impréss visitors who are shown 
them as part of directed ‘‘tours.”’ 

2. Russia’s knowledge of the 
hydrogen bomb — which she is 
assumed to have — c@hvinces her 
rulers, as it does President Ejisen- 
hower and our officials, that no- 
body could win an atomic war, but 
civilization would be destroyed. 


Consequently, Russia has an an- 


xiety about her security which, 


some visitors report, makes her 
seek a degree of security beyond 
that which we and our Western 
world allies seem to regard as 
necessary for us. Her fear of a 
revived Germany ig reported as 
very real 

Russia's desire for security and 


fear of war have other causes de- 
riving from her improved economy 
and the material progress she is 
making. Whether wholly tenable or 
not, there is a theory of what has 
happened in Russia which is in- 
teresting and perhaps helpful in 
assessing her current attitudes. 
According to this theory commu- 
nism has been supplanted as the 
great driving force by another 
force, materialism, the building up 
of Russia physically and material- 
ly, and the distribution among her 
people of material benefits. 


That; at least, is a theory. It does 
not mean, however, that the new 
order in Russia is any more sym- 
pathetically inclined toward us and 
the rest of the capitalistic world. 
The new order still wants to spread 
communism and intends to. It has 
no idea of abandoning subversive 
efforts on behalf of that objective. 

But this it would do while offi- 
cially in a state of “peaceful co- 
existence.” Which brings us face 
to face with the great danger to 
us of the Western world if we 
should let ourselves be lulled into 

a false feeling of security because

New British 
Consul Eyes 
More Trade 


By KATHERINE BARNWELL 

Arthur James Evans, who has 
fust assumed his duties as new 
British consul in Atlanta, said one 
of his main objectives will be to 
“foster commercial relations’ be- 
tween Great Britain and this part 
of the United States. 


The affable Britisher observed: 

“You have some good gadgets 
and so have we. .. . Increased 
trade would be advantageous for 
both countries.”’ 


Evans, whose consular district 
includes Georgia and South Caro- 
lina, plans to call on the governors 
of both states ‘‘within a few days.” 

Public relations also will be a 
part of the new consul’s work, he 
said, noting that information about 
Great Britain is available at the 
British Consulate offices in the 
Hurt Building. 


PROMOTE TRAVEL 


“We will facilitate travel,’’ he 
said, ‘‘for those who want to go to 
England for business or pleasure."’ 

Evans said he is delighted to be 
assigned to Atlanta after many 
years of service in countries whose 
languages he could speak ‘‘only 
poorly.”” He admitted, however, 
that he has met one English-speak- 
ing man from Mississippi whose 
Southern accent was so strange to 
him ‘‘that I had to have an inter- 
preter!’’ 

A native of Cheshire, England, 
Evans was in the Royal Flying 
Corps (now the Royal Air Force) 
during World War I. 

He joined the British Foreign 
Service in 1925 and was assigned 
to Canton, China, as vice consul. 
In 1930, he went to Shanghai as 
vice consul, and in 1937 he was 
named shipping consul in Shang- 
hai. 

CAUGHT BY JAPANESE 

Evans was attending a shipping 
control board meeting in Hdng 
Kong when the war with Japan 
broke out, and he was interned by 
the Japanese on Christmas Day 
1941. He said the Japanese claimed 
he had no diplomatic privilege 

since he was away from his post 
and they refused to allow him to 
leave on an exchange ship. 
He was not released until 1945 
when he was assigned again to 
Shanghai as a consul. He later was 
sent to Kabul, Afghanistan, as sec- 
ond secretary of the British Em- 
bassy there. 

In 1949, he was sent to Salvador, 

Brazil, as consul, and four months 

later he was assigned to Rio de 

Janeiro. 

In 1952, he was moved to Ro- 
sario, Argentina, where he was 
consul until his assignment to At- 
lanta this year. 

He said he and his wife are 
pleased by the ‘‘warm reception” 
they have received in Atlanta. 

They are living temporarily at 
the Biltmore Hotel but, as an as- 
sociate put it, ‘“‘Her majesty’s con- 
sul is house-hunting.”’

Exercises 


By IDA JEAN KAIN 

Which measurement widens 
most with overweight? It is not 
the waist nor the hips, but the 
measurement between—the ab- 
domen. 

Place hands on waist, with 
thumbs back and forefingers 
touching in front. Now spread 
the other fingers out below the 
waistline, fanshaped. That’s the 


part of the anatomy most folks 
call the stomach. 


Technically, it’s the abdomen. 


Under any name, this area is 
one of nature’s favorite parking 
places for fat. 


Alas, when the abdominal mus- 
cles lose tone, the middle spread 
is inevitable. The waist slips its 
moorings and widens. 


The term waistline might lead 
one to suppose circular bands of 
muscle control this area. The 
waist is bounded on the sides by 
the bias muscles of the ab- 
domen—the external and internal 
obliques, which insert sawtooth 
fashion around the sides of the 
waist. 


TWO TESTS 


Here are two tests which give 
important clues as to the cause 
of middle spread. First, the 
measurement test indicates the 
amount of fat. With a tape 
measure, encircle the abdomen 
at the level of greatest pro- 
tuberance as viewed from the 
side. 

The abdomen should measure 
from one-half to two and a half 
inches smaller than the bust cir- 
cumference. If the abdomen ex- 
ceeds the bust measurement— 
the spread is on thick. 


It is quite likely that you have 
piled on too many excess pounds. 

The second test has to do with 
strength of muscle in this area. 


Try it ... lie down on back, 
legs straight down. Have hands 
folded and placed in back of 
neck. Have your feet anchored 
under a heavy piece of furniture, 
or have someone hold your feet 
securely. 


The test is whether or not you 
can curl up to a sitting position. 
There is an even harder test 
. but that is for a later day. 


TONE LACKING 


If you cannot come up to a 
sitting position, the muscles of 
the abdominal wall are lacking 
in tone. 


These two exercises are for the 


purpose of restoring tone.... 
Position: On hands and knees, 


with back straight, parallel to 


floor. 


Movement: Round your back 
and pull up and in firmly with 
the abdominal muscles. Hold this 
for a count of 5. Relax, letting 
stomach muscles go soft ... then 
pull up and in forcibly again, and 
repeat three or four times. 

In this same position, but this 
time with elbows bent and head 
resting on folded forearms, ex- 
tend one leg high up rearward. 

Return to position and extend 
other leg upwards. Hold and 
lower. Repeat four times with 
each leg. 


Tone in these important mus- 
cles can quicken energy and 
bring a feeling of fitness.

“good’’ parent does, perhaps 
you should examine more care- 
fully what eonstitutes a good 
parent: A good parent is lov- 
ing. He is kind, gentle, inter- 
ested in and aware of all that 
his child does, but he also is 
firm. He is authority. He is his 
child’s idol. What he says 
goes. Whatever he gives as 
opinion is right and is quoted. 
He alone defines for his child 
what is right and what is 
wrong. 

Not many parents sit by out 
of indifference. Most of us love 
our children deeply. A good 
number seem to shy from as- 
serting authority, but even 


more are merely wildly, and 


says, “All children act like 
that,’’ thinks his misbehavior 
*“‘cunning’’ or even “‘manly,”’ or 
even blames it on another child 
who “‘forced’”’ his angel into 
trouble or led him into it. His 
angel (we all assure ourselves 
ours are) is innocent, sweet, 
and artless. 


SHOULD KNOW WRONG 
No child should be overly in- 
nocent when it comes to right 


and wrong. He should know the 
difference. He should learn it 
before he is six, if possible. 
Certainly by the time he is 
eight or 10 he should have as 
clearcut ideas as his parents. 


As a parent, don’t fool your- 
self. Your chance is now. You 
can’t remake your child at 15 
or 17. Too many other diverse 
influences have him in thrall 
then. If you never exerted your 
influence, you will have none. 
If you permitted your child to 
start on a life of license when 
small, he will continue it when 
older, but the rest of the world 
will not permit it.

They Heed the 
Call To Serve 


Jury service is something we prate about as a duty and 
responsibility of citieznship, but to most of us, most of the 
time it’s an abstract thing. In a county as big as Fulton few 
are called and few are chosen and many of us live out our lives 
without coming face to face with the task of determining the 
innocence or guilt of a fellow creature. 
whether he shall live or die, it is a proposition we never expect 
to come any closer to than the newest murder mystery. 

But in the smaller rural counties of the state jury duty is 
as real as repairing a fence or helping a neighbor find a lost 
cow. I think it must be that people in a smaller county live 
closer to the court house, both spiritually and physically. 


Last week in Clarkesville I enjoyed watching court officials 
beat the bushes for enough jurors to try the Lathans, the 
mother and two children who were charged with murder. In 
a murder trial the defense attorneys have 40 strikes—that is, 
40 opportunities of refusing to take a jouror for no reason at all. 
The state may excuse 20 jurors. And you'd think from there 
on out the problem of finding 12 good men and true would be 
smooth sailing. But a strange phenomenon developed in the 
Lathan case. Dozens of jurors were excused because they said 
they were conscientiously opposed to capital punishment. 


The court started off supplied with 100 jurors and by early 
afternoon only nine men had been accepted. The little ceremony 
of bringing the locked jury box into the courtroom was played 
out twice Each time the judge instructed the sheriff to place 
men on all the doors to keep anybody from leaving the court- 
room and then he unlocked the little brown varnished box and 
drew out, one at a time; 40 little slips of paper each bearing the 
name of some law-abiding, respectable, landowning citizen. 

Then a crew of eight “‘riding baliffs’’ was dispatched to the 
Mud Creek district, Deep Creek district, Glade Creek district, 
Centerhill, Fairplay and ‘nine other districts to round up the 
jurors. Mr. John Duncan Robertson, who has been baliff in 
Habersham County for 52 years, and Mr. J. M. Ivey who has 
served nearly as long, are past masters at finding jurors. 


They were joined by Cleve Batson, Hascall Herrin, E. J. 
McConnell, Ed Hill, Cap Stringer and Deputy John Deaton, all 
of them armed with a little subpoena which warned the re- 
cipient to report to the court immediately ‘‘and fail not under 
penalty of $300.’’ 

Even the judge, Judge John E. Frankum, was familiar with 
the habits and possible whereabouts of many of the jurors. 
Many times he had suggestions for finding some man whose 
name he drew. I heard him say, ‘“‘Mr. Sheriff, Mr. J. W. Mor- 
rison is a rural mail carrier and he ought to be off his route 
by now. Send somebody over to the post office to get him."’ 


And the men who were called came, dropping whatever they 
were doing immediately. They came as they were in their work 
clothes with the grime of whatever task they were. doing still 
on their hands. And if they had no lawfuleexcuse to offer why 
they couldn’t serve and their presence on the jury was accept- 
able to both sides, they stayed. You heard no murmuring about 
toothbrushes or pajamas or clean clothes. They simply asked 
the sheriff to notify their families or move their trucks ‘from 
the no-parking zone around the square and they stayed and did

Zora Q., 24, is a stenographer.

“TI worked for a man, and 
liked it far better. Men aren’t 
so critical as bosses and they 
give you more responsibilities. 
Besides, they are more con- 
siderate of you and much more 
generous.

DIAGNOSIS 


As a general rule, men resent 
working for women employers. 

Because they are larger and 
more powerful muscle, men 
tend to feel they are superior 
in all respects. The generali- 
zation is not warranted, how- 
ever. Women are as alert men- 
tally as men. 

On mental tests, girls and 
women hold their own with boys 
and men. And in school marks 
girls tend to excel boys. 

One reason girls make better 
students, as a rule, is because 
they take orders with less re- 
sentment. Where a boy may 
protest, a girl will more meekly 
follow commands, 

Moreover, gjrls are usually 
cleaner and more tidy in their 
work. Teachers are often sub- 
consciously influenced by a 
student’s appearance and neat- 
ness so these factors affect 
school marks. In college the 
sororities usually beat the fra- 
ternities in scholastic averages. 

Boys are also inclined toward 
more active play involving the 
large muscles, so they often feel 
irked by detail work.

Change of Climate 
May Help Asthma 


Several years ago one of my 
patients was bothered by a siege 
of asthma. Hospitalization was 


necessary but she failed to re- 
spond. As a last resort the lady 
boarded a fast train for Arizona. 

“It was miraculous,” she told 
me later. ‘“‘My asthma disap- 
peared as soon as I stepped oif 
the Pullman.” This patient is by 
no means typical of other suffer- 
ers who are sent to a more fa- 
vorable climate because of asth- 
ma, hay fever or other allergic 
disorder. 

Physicians in Florida, Arizona 
and California are not overly op- 
timistic because not every aller- 
gic person gets well by migrat- 
ing to another state. Many fail 
to improve and may even get 
worse. 

The reason is simple: The des- 
perate victim who makes a hasty 
trip te seashore, mountains or 
desert may find the climate un- 
suitable. Moreover, the same 
offending agents may be present. 

This fiasco is avoided by a 
thorough study to determine the 
causative allergen and by inquir- 
ing from reliable sources before-

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Georgia Doctor Suggests Dog Tags 
Might Save Many Expecting Women 


A doctor suggests pregnant women wear dog tags when 
they go to hospitals to have children. 

The tags should list the date due, allergies, blood type 
and other pertinent information. 

Such tags might well save lives in emergency cases, 
according to Dr. Richard Torpin of Augusta, Ga. 

Writing in the November issue of The Journal of the 
Medical Association of Georgia, he says: 

“It is impossible for the busy obstetrician to keep all 
the facts in mind, and certainly the hospital staff would 
welcome such a simple reminder for the patient. 

“It is possible that the information on the tag may 
save the patient’s life and in addition afford the pediatrician 
indispensable knowledge in care of the newborn infant.”
